Raphael Mastrianna were tried foi 
the killing of Antonio Matafiro, af- 
ter being out about three hours, r| i- 
nounced shortly after 8 o'clock on 
Wednesday evening that it was ready 
to return a verdict. The ringing of 
the court house 
bell brought the 


court officials and a great throng of 
people to the court room. ' At 8.30 
Judge Bell was on the bench and the 
jury filed in. Prothonotary Moore re- 
ceived the sealed verdict, tore 
the envelope and handed 
the «ocu- 


ment to Judge Bell, who, after not- 
ing what the verdict was, retmned it 
to the prothonotary. 


Murder in Second Degree. 


Prothonotary Moore asked the jur- 


ors if the verdict he held in his hand 
was the one they had agreed to, and 
all of the jurors declared it was. 


The jury had found both Caro and 


Mastrianna were guilty of murder in 
he second degree. The verdict seems 
o give some satisfaction, 
and 
the 


nsoners are regarded as being for- 
unate that they were not convicted 
f murder in the first degree. 
The usual motion for arrest 
01 


udgment pending a probable motion 
for a new trial was made by W C 
Miller, of counsel for the prisoners. 


Judge Bell's Charge. 


In his charge to the jury Wednes- 


day afternoon Judge Bell gave the 
jury careful, explicit instructions as 
to its duty in considering the evidence 
presented by both sides. He sketch- 
ed by the commonwealth and the de- 
ed the evidence that had been present 
fense and was impartial in comment- 
ing upon this evidence. 
Judge Bell discharged the jury with 
the thanks of the court for the faith- 
ful and able manner in which the 
members had performed their ardu- 
ous duties.

plea of self-defense from the case 
nor did they appear to believe that 
the statement that Caro had made 
threats against Matafiro.as was dwelt

Caro's Narrow Escape.

it decided to find Caro guilty of mur- 
<!er in the first degree, and Mastnan 
na guilty of murder in the second de 
gree, but after talking the matter ov 
cr decided that the same verdict mus 
be rendered against both men. This 
is why Caro escaped being sent to the 
electric chair, the jury having 
no 


doubt of his guilt, but, through a mis- 
understanding, giving both men the 
-*ame degree of ciime. 


Caro the Leader. 


It was evident to tho^e who listen- 


ed in these cases that Caro was the 
leader in the ticubic which culminat- 
ed ,n the death of Matafiro, and that 
ii Aiastrianna had anything to do 
with the murder his work consisted 
in joining ln the plot against Mata- 
firo s life and not in the use of a 
weapon on the day of the shooting.

flUERTA TELLS OF AN 


ATTEMPT ON HIS LIFE 


Four StufleBts Held, Charged 


WHfe Shoollng it Dictator. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, June 4.—>Fonr stu- 


dents in the Agricultural school at Ta- 
cuba, near Mexico City, are held in sol- 
itary confinement in the Santiago mil- 
itary prlsejji charged with the attempt- 
ed assassination of Provisional Presi- 
dent! Huerta, at whom they fired fonr 
shots last Sunday night. Two of the 
bullets lodged in the tonneou of Huer- 
ta'a touring car, while two others whiz- 
zed dangerously neart his head. The 
fate of the students is undecided, but 
it is probable they will be shot

Raphael Mastrianna were tried foi 
the killing of Antonio Matafiro, af- 
ter being out about three hours, r| i- 
nounced shortly after 8 o'clock on 
Wednesday evening that it was ready 
to return a verdict. The ringing of 
the court house 
bell brought the 


court officials and a great throng of 
people to the court room. ' At 8.30 
Judge Bell was on the bench and the 
jury filed in. Prothonotary Moore re- 
ceived the sealed verdict, tore 
the envelope and handed 
the «ocu- 


ment to Judge Bell, who, after not- 
ing what the verdict was, retmned it 
to the prothonotary. 


Murder in Second Degree. 


Prothonotary Moore asked the jur- 


ors if the verdict he held in his hand 
was the one they had agreed to, and 
all of the jurors declared it was. 


The jury had found both Caro and 


Mastrianna were guilty of murder in 
he second degree. The verdict seems 
o give some satisfaction, 
and 
the 


nsoners are regarded as being for- 
unate that they were not convicted 
f murder in the first degree. 
The usual motion for arrest 
01 


udgment pending a probable motion 
for a new trial was made by W C 
Miller, of counsel for the prisoners. 


Judge Bell's Charge. 


In his charge to the jury Wednes- 


day afternoon Judge Bell gave the 
jury careful, explicit instructions as 
to its duty in considering the evidence 
presented by both sides. He sketch- 
ed by the commonwealth and the de- 
ed the evidence that had been present 
fense and was impartial in comment- 
ing upon this evidence. 
Judge Bell discharged the jury with 
the thanks of the court for the faith- 
ful and able manner in which the 
members had performed their ardu- 
ous duties.

plea of self-defense from the case 
nor did they appear to believe that 
the statement that Caro had made 
threats against Matafiro.as was dwelt

Caro's Narrow Escape. 


When the jury took its first ballot 


it decided to find Caro guilty of mur- 
<!er in the first degree, and Mastnan 
na guilty of murder in the second de 
gree, but after talking the matter ov 
cr decided that the same verdict mus 
be rendered against both men. This 
is why Caro escaped being sent to the 
electric chair, the jury having 
no 


doubt of his guilt, but, through a mis- 
understanding, giving both men the 
-*ame degree of ciime. 


Caro the Leader. 


It was evident to tho^e who listen- 


ed in these cases that Caro was the 
leader in the ticubic which culminat- 
ed ,n the death of Matafiro, and that 
ii Aiastrianna had anything to do 
with the murder his work consisted 
in joining ln the plot against Mata- 
firo s life and not in the use of a 
weapon on the day of the shooting.

flUERTA TELLS OF AN 


ATTEMPT ON HIS LIFE 


Four StufleBts Held, Charged 


WHfe Shoollng it Dictator. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, June 4.—>Fonr stu- 


dents in the Agricultural school at Ta- 
cuba, near Mexico City, are held in sol- 
itary confinement in the Santiago mil- 
itary prlsejji charged with the attempt- 
ed assassination of Provisional Presi- 
dent! Huerta, at whom they fired fonr 
shots last Sunday night. Two of the 
bullets lodged in the tonneou of Huer- 
ta'a touring car, while two others whiz- 
zed dangerously neart his head. The 
fate of the students is undecided, but 
it is probable they will be shot 


The attempted assassination of Huer- 


ta took place as the provisional presi- 
dent 'was returning from the military 
execution of a number of mutinous fed- 
eral soldiers who had been shot at 
Huerta's orders. The military execu- 
tion took 'place against a wall of the 
Agricultural college, and all the stu- 
dents were compelled to line up behind 
the firing squad and witness the kill- 
ing, Huerta declaring it would inspire 
them with loyalty and with dread of 
revolt.
